SUBJECT: MULTI-REGIONAL PROJECT ON ENERGY UTILIZATION AND 
CONSERVATION, OCTOBER 10 - NOVEMBER 6, 1977

1 . THE DEPARTMENT ANNOUNCES A MULTI-REGIONAL PROJECT ON 
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THE UTILIZATION AND CONSERVATION OF ENERGY, WHICH WILL 
PROVIDE AN OVERVIEW OF ENERGY CONSUMPTION PATTERNS AND 
CONSERVATION PROGRAMS IN THE UNITED STATES, FACILITATE 
INTERNATIONAL DISCUSSION OF ENERGY USE MANAGEMENT ISSUES 
AND TECHNIQUES, AND PROVIDE OPPORTUNITIES FOR TEAM AND 
INDIVIDUAL VISITS RELATED TO EACH PARTICIPANT S 
INTERESTS IN THE ENERGY FIELD. (ALTHOUGH ORIGINALLY 
PLANNED FOR NOVEMBER IN STATE A-1228, THE PROIECT HAS 
BREN RESCHEDULED FOR OCTOBER TO ENABLE PARTICIPANTS TO 
ATTEND A MAIOR CONFERENCE ON ENERGY USE MANAGEMENT IN 
TUCSON). 

2. QUALIFICATIONS: THIS PROJECT IS DESIGNED FOR PERSONS 
WHO ARE PRIMARILY CONCERNED WITH THE USE OF ENERGY, IN 
CONTRAST TO SEVERAL PREVIOUS MULTI-REGIONAL PROJECTS 

WHICH CONCENTRATED ON PRODUCTION OF ENERGY. THE 
DEPARTMENT HOPES TO BRING TOGETHER A DIVERSITY OF 
OFFICIALS, LEADERS AND EXPERTS WHO HAVE BROAD 
RESPONSIBILITIES OR INTERESTS RELATED TO INCREASING THE 
EFFICIENCY OF ENERGY UTILIZATION IN THEIR COUNTRIES. 
PREFERENCE SHOULD BE GIVEN TO CANDIDATES WITH INTERESTS 
IN MULTIPLE ECONOMIC OR FUNCTIONAL SECTORS, RATHER THAN 
THOSE PRIMARILY CONCERNED WITH ENERGY USE IN A SINGLE 
INDUSTRY OR SECTOR. ALL PARTICIPANTS MUST HAVE 
CONSIDERABLE VERBAL FACILITY IN ENGLISH (AT LEAST S-3)

IN ORDER TO PARTICIPATE FULLY IN COMPLEX SEMINAR 
DISCUSSIONS AND TO DERIVE MAXIMUM BENEFIT FROM THE 
PROFESSIONAL-TECHNICAL CONFERENCE WHICH WILL BE 
CONDUCTED MAINLY IN ENGLISH. NOMINEES WHO MEET THESE 
CRITERIA MAY BE FOUND AMONG SENIOR OFFICIALS OR EXPERTS 
IN ECONOMIC PLANNING, OR ENERGY AGENCIES; UNIVERSITIES 
AND RESEARCH INSTITUTES; INDUSTRY, CONSUMER, OR OTHER 
NON-GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS; AND MEDIA ORGANIZATIONS. 
DEPENDENTS MAY NOT ACCOMPANY PARTICIPANTS TO THE UNITED 
STATES DURING THE PROJECT PERIOD. 

3. PROGRAM: PARTICIPANTS SHOULD ARRIVE IN WASHINGTON 
ON SUNDAY OR MONDAY, OCTOBER 9 OR 10. THE WASHINGTON 
PROGRAM (OCTOBER 1 1-15) WILL INCLUDE INTRODUCTORY 
SEMINARS, VISITS TO FEDERAL AND NON-GOVERNMENTAL 
AGENCIES CONCERNED WITH ENERGY USE AND CONSERVATION, AND 
MAJOR INTRA-GROUP DISCUSSION OF COMMON PROBLEMS RELATED 
TO ENERGY USE AND CONSERVATION. 

DURING THE SECOND WEEK (OCTOBER 16-22) THE VISITORS WILL 
DIVIDE INTO SMALLER TEAMS FOR VISITS TO TWO CITIES IN 
DIFFERENT REGIONS OF THE UNITED STATES. ONE TEAM 
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PROGRAM WILL BE DESIGNED FOR THOSE PRIMARILY INTERESTED 
IN ENERGY USE ISSUES IN URBAN AREAS INCLUDING THOSE 
RELATED TO HOUSING, URBAN PLANNING, AND URBAN 
TRANSPORTATION. OTHER TEAM VISITS WILL BE DESIGNED TO 
COVER THE SPECIAL INTERESTS OF OTHER PARTICIPANTS. TEAM 
PROGRAMS WILL INCLUDE VISITS TO STATE AND LOCAL 
AGENCIES, UNIVERSITIES, RESEARCH CENTERS, AND FIRMS 
DEALING WITH ENERGY USE AND ENERGY CONSERVATION 
PROBLEMS. THE SPECIFIC PATTERNS OF THESE TEAM VISITS 
WILL BE DETERMINED AFTER NOMINATIONS ARE RECEIVED AND 
WILL BE CABLED TO NOMINATING POSTS IN MID-SEPTEMBER. 

MOST OR ALL OF THE THIRD WEEK (OCTOBER 24 - 28) WILL BE 
DEVOTED TO PARTICIPATION IN THE INTERNATIONAL 
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CONFERENCE ON ENERGY USE MANAGEMENT TO BE HELD IN 
TUCSON, ARIZONA. THE OBIECTIVES OF THIS NON- 
GOVERNMENTAL, PROFESSIONAL-TECHNICAL CONFERENCE ARE TO 
PROMOTE EFFICIENT ENERGY USE THROUGH THE EXCHANGE OF 
TECHNICAL INFORMATION, STRATEGIES, AND EXPERIENCES. 

SOME THREE HUNDRED AMERICAN AND INTERNATIONAL EXPERTS 
WILL PRESENT PAPERS IN APPROXIMATELY FORTY PLENARY AND 
WORKSHOP SESSIONS DEALING WITH ENERGY USE MANAGEMENT IN 
THE INDUSTRIAL. COMMERCIAL, RESIDENTIAL, TRANSPORTATION, 
COMMUNICATIONS. AGRICULTURE, FOOD, SCIENCE, ENGINEERING, 
ARCHITECTURE, AND URBAN PLANNING SECTORS AND WITH 
POLITICAL-GOVERNMENTAL, ECONOMIC, AND SOCIAL ASPECTS OF 
ENERGY USE MANAGEMENT. 

DURING THE PERIOD FROM OCTOBER 29 TO NOVEMBER 3 EACH 
PARTICIPANT MAY CHOOSE AMONG OPTIONAL TEAM PROGRAMS 
WHICH WILL BE PROPOSED BY THE PROGRAMMING AGENCY AFTER 
NOMINATIONS ARE RECEIVED OR MAY REQUEST INDIVIDUAL 
TRAVEL AND PROGRAMMING. PARTICIPANTS WILL REASSEMBLE 
FOR FINAL INTRA-GROUP DISCUSSIONS AND A PROJECT 
EVALUATION SESSION IN WASHINGTON OR ELSEWHERE ON THE EAST 
COAST ON NOVEMBER 3/4. 

4. COST: GRANT COSTS, CHARGEABLE TO POST ALLOCATIONS, 

WILL BE SIMILAR TO 28-DAY IV GRANTS EXCEPT FOR ADDITIONAL 
COSTS OF ABOUT DOLS 150 CONNECTED WITH TUCSON CONFERENCE. 
COST SHARING IS ENCOURAGED, ESPECIALLY THE PROVISION OF 
INTERNATIONAL TRAVEL FROM NON-U.S. SOURCES. FY-1978 
GRANT AUTHORIZATIONS WILL BE CABLED TO POST IMMEDIATELY 
AFTER OCTOBER 1 . IN NOMINATING, POSTS SHOULD ENSURE 
THAT CANDIDATES FOR THIS PROJECT ARE SELECTED IN ACCORD 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WITH APPROPRIATE CU PROGRAM OBJECTIVES AND AREA GOALS AS 
INCORPORATED IN COUNTRY PLANS. 

5. ACTION: POSTS INTERESTED IN NOMINATING FOR THIS 
PROJECT SHOULD INFORM THE DEPARTMENT BY CABLE BY AUGUST 
15. CANDIDATES SHOULD BE INTERVIEWED BY AMERICAN 
OFFICERS TO ASSESS ENGLISH AND ASCERTAIN SPECIAL 
INTERESTS. COMPLETE NOMINATIONS INCLUDING FULL BIO DATA 
AND VISITOR S MAJOR PROFESSIONAL INTERESTS MUST BE 
RECEIVED BY SEPTEMBER 10 TO PERMIT THE DEVELOPMENT OF 
TEAM PROGRAMS. VANCE 
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
